American people- -fajlsrl te r«e«, ^-» 
the Importance of radium as a cure 
for oncer until the Europe* n coun- 
tries had procured practically all of 
the present a\allable suppJv, is graph- 
ically told in tne annual report or 
Director Joseph A Holmes of the fed- 
eral bureau of mine*, made public to- 
night. 


The report tells of the buraru's un- 


successful efforts to obtain a quantity 
of .vdium sufficient to supply the 30 
or more hospitals of the public health 
service and "serve. In part, to na* 
the needs of the various cancer ho»- Sunday pa ed without the 
pltals of the country." 


It Is estimated by Director Holmes, 


that "in the United States 76.000 per- 
sona die each year from cancer" Ex- 
plaining that radium I* considered the 
most promising cure for certain trpss 
of cancer, the director says the most 
serious barrier to process in Demon- 
strating this Is the scarcity of radium. 
Ther report attracted unusual Inter- 
est, as congress Ms preparing to enact 
legislation to conserve the country's 
radium resources. 


Two Groups of Mineral In U. 8.
